“The anti-toxine trust is nothing more or less than traffic in human
life. Three eoneerns which practically control the anti-toxine supply
have seen fit to advance the price 100 per cent.

nrt of wrestling, Lowellyn sald he
kuew of n man whom he thought would
take 3 chance. While the conversa-
ton was going on Lindsley approached,
and the subject of wrestling wam dla-
cussed by the three. Lindsley seomed
to. be a Hillebrand partigan and re-
marked that he would wiager $560 on the
mirong man as againat Lewellyn's
wreatler.  Lewellyn repllod that he'd
bet $50 Lindsley di@v't have 50 cents,
After that It wasn't dificult 1o fan
Into fame the spark of Hifecling which
the conversation developed, The pas~
trolman and the driver had a wordy
Uit for a few momenis, but there wan
no actual encounter, Lewellyn return=
ing to the engine house, Boon LifMs.
ley went to Lewellyn's quarters and
called to him to come oul on the street
At first Leellyn declined (o do 8o, but,
upon being referred to o8 n “quitter”
wccepted the challenge. Hardly had he
stepped outslde the door, he says, than
Lindsley struck him with the police-
man‘'s club  which he carried. The
hlow staggerad Lewellyn, cutting a
long gash in his hewd, bul he recovered
hig genses and grappled with the offl-
cer, from whom he succeeded in wrest-
ing the club. According to Lewellyn,
when the policeman lost his club he
epought safety In flight and ran at a top
speed from the scene of the encounter.

Lewellyn then went (o the offlce of
o physiclan, where alx stitches were
taken In hix head. When Chief Hallook
went o the engine house to get Linds-
ley's club Loawellyn declined to give it
up. The chief dropped a diminutive
club during his call, which Lewellyn
dil not obmerve until after the depart-
ure of the chief. Whether or not the
